States government 1S37 i3 at an expense 
of 5100 000, to protect tLe city from the 
encroachment of the sea 
It rises ten 


feet above high water mart and the cap 
ping of granite ia juat wide enough for 
two persons to walk abreast,complement 
ing the battlements and watch tow era of 
fort Marion on the north 
The St Tran 


eis barracks stand out conspicuously at 
the south end of the sea wall facing the 
Mantnnzas They are occupied by L S 
troops 
The out-door concerts given by 


the militarv band the dress parades and 
the guard mount at sunset on the parade 
in front of the barracks are among the 
attractions of St Augustine 
A short dia 


tance south of the barracks is the military 
cemetery 
An admission pass js required, 


and may be had on application to the 
adjutant of the post. In the cemetery are 
the three low pyramids of masonry for n- 
ing the tombs of officers and men who 
loat their lives m the Semmole war 
The 


memorial shaft la commonly spoken of as 
'Dado's Monument, ' because more than 
100 of the Boldlers interred here were 
tnoae who perched in the Dade massacre, 
which was one of the most tragic inci- 
dents of the Semmole war 


The city gatea, two picturesque square 


pillars of coquma surmounted with Moor- 
ish capitals, bearing marks of gieat an- 
tiquity, stand at the head of St George 
street within •* gun shot of the museum 
When or by whom these strange pillars 
were erected no one knows but they fur 
nish ample scope for the speculation of 
tbe antiquarian The cathedral, an antiqu-
